GOES TO LEXINGTON SOON 

OLD ROSEBUD. KENTUCKY DERBY FAVORITE. 
TO TRAVEL NEXT WEEK. 

Trainer Weir Will Transfer His Entire Establish- 
ment from Louisville and Will Return to Church- 
ill Downs for Final Derby Preparation. 



BUSY RACERS OF THE YEAR RECENTLY ENDED 



Louisville, Ky., April Df. — H. C. Applegate & Co., 
upon i he advice of trainer F. D. Weir, have decided 
lo ship the Kentucky Derby favorite. Old Rosebud, 
l« Lexington early in the routing week. The great 
gelding will be taken there in order that he may en 
gs.ge itt a raee before lie fares tin* barrier for the rich 
Derby here at ('hnreiiill Downs, on Saturday. May 9. 
Trainer Weir has not as yet derided sis to starting 
Did Rosebud in the Blue Grass Stakes, in which lie 
is engaged at Lexington and which is to Ik* run ou 
Saftirdax. .May 2. lie rather thinks at present that 
lie will not ask Old Rosebud to go a mile and an 
eighth as early as tlx* date of that stake, hut that 
l.e will run him once or twice in shorter races din- 
ing the Lexington meeting. Trainer Weir has de- 
rided to ship most of his string to Iscxingtou tor 
tin meeting there ami this is another reason why 
Old Rosebud will be taken to that course, as his 
trainer desires to be on hand whenever the gelding 
is worked and this lie can only do by keeping Old 
Rosebud with the horses he is racing. The son of 
I ncle has so far met every requirement in ids Derby 
training and ImiiIi his owners and trainer do not doubt 
Lis- ability (o win the Derby this season. Tin* lit 
most confidence pervades the Old Rosebud stable, ill 
spite of the prestige of .-.neh other great candidates 
a Ralph. Hodge, Bradley's Choice, Bringhiirst and 
Surprising. It is trainer Weir’s present calculation 
!•> return to Louisville with Old Rosebud ulnnit May 
■I and give him his final trial for the Derby over the 
Cl.urehil; Downs course. 

Trainer Pete Coyne recently had George J. Long’s 
Derby candidate. Ralph, under tlx* standard and the 
great eolt measured sixteen hands one inch and a 
quarter high. lie is larger in every way. including 
height and weight, than Sir Huon, tlx* performei 
with whieh Mr. Long won the Kentucky Derby of 
Dun;. 

SteioLny Lyman II. Davis, of the New Louisville 
Jockey Club, received a telegram yesterday front 
it. F. Carman stating that lx would at once <iiip ten 
of liis stable to Churchill Downs and requested that 
stalls he bedded down for that number of horses. 
Tlx rest of the string will go to Lexington to take 
part in the races there. 

The names and breeding of the ten promising two 
year-olds in the stable of John W. Schorr at Douglas 
Park are as follows:

Mars Cassidy is a half brother io Old Rosebud and 
Goldcrest Girl is a half sister to Little Nephew. 
Mr. Schorr’s Breeders’ Futurity candidates are Ed 
Crump and Lindeuthal. Ed Crump, Eddie Dolling, 
too. Roeseli and Goldcrest Boy are> eligible to the 
Rush ford MaTtor Stakes. The same four, together 
w'ith Mars Cassidy, are entered in the Juvenile 
Stakes. Aunt Josie and Goldcrest Girl are engaged 
in tlx* Debutante Stakes. o!l of which events are to 
be run at Churchill Downs this spring. Ed Crump 
and Lindeuthal are entered for the Idle Hour Farm 
Stakes at Lexington, and what is lliought to Ik* tlx* 
pick of the collect ion have been entered for the 
Spring Trial Stakes at Douglas Park. Collectively 
and individually the Schorr t wo-y ear-olds show more 
promise this season than did his youngsters last 
year. One of the most promising of the string for 
all-around future prospects is Eddie Delling. a son of 
l’eter Quince, that is a half brother to those good 
perlormers, Hectqr and Melton Street. 

Hodge has the unique distinction of having won 
races over more tracks than any other entry in the 
Kentucky Derby of the forty-seven eligible^ to that 
great race this spring. He lias also the remarkable 
record of having won a race on every track he ever 
ran over. He also has tlx* distinction of having won 
seventeen races before tlx* first of May of his three 
.vear-old form. The closest approach to this record 
b> any three-year old that ever won the Kentucky 
Herb” was in Donau’s ease. Douait had a record of 
sixteen winning races before lx* started and won the 
Kentucky Derby of 1910. 

Jockey C. II. Shilling lias lieen aidiug trainer 
Elzie Brown by taking t he mount on Sam McMeekin, 
\i. B. Gruber’s promising two-year-old colt, in tlx* 
education of that son of McGee in breaking away 
from the barrier. Gruber’s stable jockey, W. 
French, lias tlx* mount on Little String in these 
trials, and whenever he gets that colt away from 
tlx* barrier in front of Shilling on Sant McMeekin, 
Brown gives him an extra piece of money. So far 
French has laid up little in this way. as Shilling 
appears to lie alert as ever when the harrier goes 
> i] i. Both youngsters promise to go to the post, at 
I Kington for tbeir stake engagements as well 
schooled a* was Kittle Nephew, in this same stable, 
last spring. 

None of James McManus' big string will he sent 
in Lexington to race this spring, though lie has 
several engagements with his horses in stakes there. 
Trainer W. E. Phillips lias also decided not to ship 
anything to Lexington, though lie has his three- 
year-old filly. Isabelle Valle, engaged in the Ashland 
Oaks. James Grittin will send a horse or two to 
Lexington and will start Skiles Knob in the Breed- 
ers’ Futurity. 

E. C. Taylor has a promising two-year-old filly in 
1 raining at Churchill Downs, hy Banaster — Fading 
Light, which in a recent trial had speed enough to 
keep within striking distance of the Derby and Oxks 
candidate, Brou/.ewing, in a trial of three furlongs. 
Taylor has named the filly Sunburst. 

P. J. Miles has brought Mud Sill here from Lex- 
ington and that horse is now taking his work with 
tlx* rest of tlx* Miles string at tlx* Downs. Miles 
has quite a band of selling platers this spring. 

LADAS AND HIS PLACE OF BURIAL. 

Lord Rosebery’s Derby winner. Ladas, which died 
teivnfly, w':ts buried on his estate. The Durdans, 
which adjoins the famous Epsom race <*ourse. This 
makes two Derby winners that now lie buried in 
the grounds of The Durdans. the other l»eing 
Amato, which won the gr.*at race in 183s. Amato 
was bred by Sir Gilbert lleuthcote, who then owned 
The Durdans, and the Derby was ids only raee. 
His grave is within a lew hundred yards' of the 
winning post at Epsom. 

At the stud Ladas was a fair success, his stock 
’minding the St. leger winner. Trout heck, the Two 
Thousand Guineas winner. Gorgos. and Epsom Lad, 
which won $112,533 in racing. Lord Rosebery him- 
sidf bred Epsom Lad. but the horse scored his 
greatest triumphs in the colors of Mr. J. Buchanan, 
wlx* iiad purchased him for 1.050 guineas. Other 
useful horses sired by Ladas were Montetp, Oriole, 
Cost I v Knit. Lady Help. Csardas (winner of the 
Rovai Hunt Cupi. Vittel. Laveugro. Long Tom 
• winner of the Great Metropolitan), Indian Runner 
and Bruunebcrg. 



For the second year in succession that ‘’iron horse” of the present day, J. H. McCarren’s Camel, raced 
more frequently than any other thoroughbred in America during 1913. Camel ran in sixty-two races as a 
Gx-year-old in 1912. Last year lie was even busier, for he ran in seventy-two races, which is one more 
than in 1911, when he stood second to Black Domino in respect to number of starts among American horses. 
There is nothing to indicate that his owner has any intention of retiring him yet awhile and it is likely 
that, lie is destined to race just as frequently the current year as during the preceding three. If he dues 
he undoubtedly will make an Americau record that will stand for a long time to come. Next to Camel the 
busiest racer of 1913 was Chemulpo, most of whose races were run in the colors of J. \Y. Hedrick, but 
which is now the property of J. L. Holland. She ran in sixty-one races. After her come B. Weete's L. M. 
Eckert, G. B. Moreland’s Just Red and \V. A. McKinney’s Lehigh. 

Some of the horses that started most frequently made fail showings in winnings and some did not. A 
notable instance of the latter is Lord Elam, which ran forty-four times without winning a single race, al- 
though he placed occasionally and thereby won $900 during the year. Lambertha started in even more 
fares than Lord Elam without finishing first, but won more money in seconds and thirds. The one whose 
reward was the least for any considerable number of attempts was Mcuda, which placed in only one of her 
Duty starts. Much more is asked of the thoroughbred in America in the way of racing than in other coun- 
tries and the following tabulation of the 1913 record of horses that started in thirty-live or more races in 
tin* ( nited States, Canada and Mexico affords a striking illustration of the hardiness of the breed:

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Tulsa. Okla., April lb. — Manager R. .T. Allison and 
bis associates in the Tulsa Jockey Club today came 
to tlie conclusion that further efforts to carry tlieir 
race meeting through its scheduled nineteen days 
would he futile, in view of the odds against them 
because of the determined attitude of Governor 
Cilice. Tlx* meeting was therefore declared off. 
and unless the voters of the state disapprove or 
the anti-betting act passed by the legislature last 
year when it is submitted to a referendum vote the 
coming fall, it is probable that Oklahoma has seen 
I lx* last of thoroughbred racing. 

The decision to abandon the meeting came only 
after it had been demonstrated that Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Canton could not be moved from his determination 
not to permit any more racing. At noon Manager A l 
lisou announced that an attempt would be made to 
continue ami resume racing this afternoon. Adju 
taut General Canton, who remained iu charge at the 
track witli tlx* two companies of militiamen that 
took possession of the course yesterday, met this an- 
nouncement by reiterating that if any attempt should 
be made to race lx* would order the militiamen to 
shoot tlx* horses that might be engaged iu the races. 
Furthermore lie instructed his men to shoot to 
kill anyone attempting to force an entrance to the 
grounds. By his instructions wires were stretched 
across the irack on the front stretch. 

Canton convinced the management that he meant 
business and then tlx* decision to call the meeting 
off was arrived at. Canton refused absolutely to 
recognize the right of apy court to issue an in- 
junction. holding that the militia was supreme 
because the track had been duly declared to be under 
martial law. Tlie management of the track con- 
tended to the end that the proclamation declaring 
martial law was unwarranted and unconstitutional. 

In announcing that tlx* meeting had been declared 
off resident It. J. Allison said: “In the race track 
( on t rover sy a crisis has lieen reached, I believed at 
the beginning and i still believe that racing contests 
in this state are neither unlawful nor unmoral. It 
has been my opinion and that of my advisers that 
the sending of the state militia to take possession 
of my pro|*erty and interrupt my business is a great 
private wrong protected by an arbitrary executive 
power.” 

President Allison stated no further attempt would 
Ik* made to race here until after the people ex- 
press tlieir views at the next general election in 
November, when the anti-race track betting law’ 
passed by tlx* last legislature will come before the 
people. 

The soldiers permitted the trainers to exercise 
their horses during the day. but excluded spectators 
from the enclosure. Whether or not an effort will 
be made to obtaiu redress for the forced abandon- 
ment of tlx* meeting has not been divulged. 

There will be an immediate scattering of the 
horsemen and horses that came here for the meeting. 
A few will go to Kent uck v for tlx* racing that is 
shortly to begin there, but by far the greater num- 
ber will go to Denver, to await the opening of the 
Overland Park meeting in June. 

Adjutant General Canton stated today that the 
troops would remain at the local track until Gover- 
nor (’nice ordered their return home. 

About 150 of the 200 horses here will Ik* shipped 
to Denver within the next few days. 

BRINGHURST IN FINE FETTLE. 

J. N. Camden's Kentucky Derby Candidate Works 
Fast Mile at Lexington. 

Lexington. K.v.. April 16. — Piloted by jockey Wal 
ter Taylor over a fast track at the Kentucky Asso 
fiat ion course this morning, Johnson N. Camden’s 
Briughurst, a candidate for the Blue Grass Stakes 
and the Kentucky Derby, worked a mile in 1:42-.-,. 
The Plaudit colt was under “wraps” in the last 
furlong and it was the impression of the work 
watchers tiiat he could have run the mile iu aliout 
1:40 had not traiuer Jack Keeqe signalled his rider 
to hold him in. Trainer K<*ene is pointing Bring- 
hurst for tlx* Kentucky Derby and it now seems 
tiiat In* will have tlx* colt right tit for the race. 

Jack Baker sout John Guild and Constant, candi- 
dates for tlx* Blue Grass Stakes, the Kentucky Derby 
and the Kentucky Handicap, a mile together iu 
1:447-., the first three-quarters being run in 1:16.

Seven of the stakes are for three-year olds and 
upward. They are tlie Saratoga Handicap. Sara- 
toga Cnp. Champlain Handicap. Merchants and Citi- 
zens’ Handicap. Delaware Handicap and Amster- 
dam Selling. 

For the three-year-olds exclusively the offerings 
include the Travers, Alaffama. Saranac Handicap. 
Mohawk Selling and Seneca Selling. 

The two-year-old features are the Saratoga Spec- 
ial. Adirondack Handicap, • Sanford Memorial, Flush. 
Troy Selling and Kentucky Selling. 

For the steeplechasers the four offerings are the 
Saratoga Steeplechase Handicap. North American 
Steeplechase Handicap, Bcverwyck Handicap and 
the Sbillelah. 

In addition to these, there will be the Hopeful. 
United States Hotel Stakes, the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes and the Spinaway. all of whieh are earlv 
closing features. The Futurity of the Coney Inland 
Jockey Club has been transferred to Saratoga again 
this year. 

Such an array of features makes certain that 
Saratoga will attract the best horses in training 
from every quarter of the country and that the best 
traditions of the famous old course will he sus- 
tained. There is no racing in Kentucky during the 
month of August and many of the horsemen who 
will campaign their horses’ there during June and 
July will be on hand at the Springs.

ITEMS THAT INTEREST FRENCH TURFMEN. 



French sportsmen who went over to Liverpool 
for the Grand National, returned full of jubilation 
over tlie performances of Trianon III. and Lutteur 
III. They generally agree that the honors of the 
race rest with M. Henuessy's horse, which carried 
his heavy burden over the long and tiring course 
into third place. As most of his hackers supported 
him both ways, they come out without loss, and the 
same can be said of tin* followers of Trianon III. 
Everyone would liav.. rejoiced had M. de Mumm's 
gallant gray lieen successful, for his owner is one 
of the l>e-i of s|H»rtsmen. and lie has made many 
sacrifices in order to have his colors carried with 
distinction on an Euglisli race course. Trianon III. 
has been specially trained all the year with a view 
to the Grand National, and special interest was 
given to the race through the rivalry lie tween the 
two French horses and jockeys. 1 have heard of 
many side bets over tlm event, many Frenchmen 
limiting their wagers to the issue of Lutteur 111. 
beating Trianon ill., and vice versa. Several fancy 
bets wore also made about Garter and Hawkins 
getting over the course without mishap. 

Some of the French spectators are inclined to 
think that Alee Garter did not make suttieient use 
of his horse In the early stages of the contest: he 
was. no doubt, told to specially look after ( overt 
coat, and did not realize the daugcr of letting the 
light ly- weighted and despised Sunloch obtain such 
a long lead or allowing him to maintain it the sec- 
ond time round. With tin* rest of the jockeys in* 
probably thought the hunter would come back t" 
the others before the finish. Carter was looking 
after Covertcoat. and Hawkins was looking after 
Lutteur III.: both were playing for safety, and 
took few ehauces in the race. Well, anyhow, an 
other Grand National is over, ami although we have 
not won. France is bv no means disgraced. Ju 
fad. an admirer of Lutteur III. rightly speaks of 
his “glorious” dofea.t. 

Last week Mary the Second, a mare that will be 
remembered in England, having carried tlie colors 
of her owner. Baron Maurice de Rothschild, in tin* 
Lincolnshire Handicap and the Royal Huut Cup. 
foaled a fine-looking colt to Ossinn. This is her 
first produce. Ii looks ns if .Baron Maurice in- 
tends to carry on tlie traditions of the Rothschild 
family in tltcir connection with tlie French turf, 
for lie has now two large sliul farms, oik* at Chau 
mont-cu-Vexin in the department of Oise, and the 
other ar Champagne Saint-Hilaire in the department 
of Vienne. His throe stallions are Verdun (winner 
of the Grand Prix de Paris): Ossian (winner of 
the Prix du Conseil Municipal and the horse 
that lieat Mushroom in the big race at Maisons- 
Laflitic). and Ar<* de Triomplie (by Gallintile— La 
Flechei. a horse that was heavily engaged in Eng 
land. but. I believe, never rail there. Baron Maurice 
has over seventy broodmares, many of them having 
been imported from England. Among these arc

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



Mexican currency dropped t*> 25 ceuts at El 
Paso. This is tlo* lowest price yet placed. 

The Republican state convention renominated Ben 
W. IIoo|M*r for a third term as governor of Tennes- 
see. 

The will of former governor Ebeu S. Draper of 
Massachusetts provides for $2! 14.000 in public In- 
quests. 

Former Governor Chase S. OsIkuii will be a can- 
didate for tin* Republican nomination for governor 
of Michigan the enmiug fall. 

Ohio suffragists have adopted a resolution calling 
upon the Republican and Democratic parties to fall 
in line with the Progressive party on the equal 
suffrage question. 

Colonel Goethais announces that tin* Panama 
canal is in condition to allow the immediate passage 
of the smaller crafts of war. should it Is* deemed 
necessary to use it. , 

Earl Hamilton, the pitcher who jumped from 
tin* St. Louis American League club to the Kansas 
City Federal* last Thursday, has agreed to rejoin 
the St. Louis team. 

Londonderry. Ireland. April 16. — A suffragette 
arson squad burned a large residence here today. 
"Apply for damages to Sh- Edward Carson.” was one 
of th** placards left behind. 

The New York State Court of Ap|»eals met yes- 
terday to listeu to arguments on the question of 
the legality of the impeachment and removal from 
office of former Gov. William Sulzcr. 

It is . understood in diplomatic circles that Count 
You Bernstorff aud Jules J. Jusserand. tlie German 
and French ambassadors, had been active through 
their foreign offices in bringing about a relief of 
th** Mexican crisis. 

Tacoma, Wash.. April 16. — Tile strike of yardmen 
employed at tlie Tacoma smelter, a Guggenheim 
property, was officially declared off after having 
been in progress since January 1. The men struck 
because their workday was increased from nine to 
ten hours. 

Vincent As tor lias liad an abscess in tlie lower 
part of the right lung, but this has now discharged 
and tlie patient's condition lias greatly improved, 
aceording to a statement given out at the country 
home of his fiancee. Miss Helen Dine more Hunting- 
ton. where he is ill. 

Fear that the opening of the Panama canal may 
Is* followed by a world-wide redistribution of yel- 
low fever and cholera is expressed by Dr. Richard 
P. Strong, head of the Harvard school of tropical 
medicine. Dr. Strong was formerly head of the 
government biological laboratory in tlie Pliilltppines. 

United States Senator J. 1*. Clarke was renomi- 
nated by a majority of 212 over Judge W. F. Kirby, 
according to a canvass of tin* Arkansas vote. Sup 
porters of Judge Kirby announced a contest would 
lie instituted and that it would lie carried before 
the Democratic state convention in Pine Bluff in 
Jim**. 

A historical coincidence lias i»eeri discovered in 
that the Atlantic fleet is due r*> reach Tampico on 
the sixteenth anniversary of the declaration of war 
between Spain and Tlie United States. April 21. 
1898 It was also noted that the revolutionary war 
began April 19. tlie Mexican war liegan April 24. 
aud tlie civil war April 14. 

Trinidad, Colo.. April 16. — “Mother” Mary Jones, 
aged strike leader, who lias been a military prisoner 
in tin* hospital ward of file Huerfano county jail 
at Walsenbiirg. where she has lM*en held incom- 
municado without charge, since March 22. was set 
at liberty today. “The release is automatic with the 
suspension of martial law iu the strike zone.” said 
General John Chase. 

A climax to the unusual Shakespeare season iu 
Germany is ex fiected April 23. when the jubilee of 
the German Shakespeare society will be celebrated 
with the performance of [days by the great poet on 
practical iy every important stage of tlie country. 
This will ‘assure* the production of more Shakespeare 
titan Engl and or America ever witnessed iu one 
uiglit. 

Leavenworth. Kas.. April 16. — Convicts employed 
iu the twine plant at the Kaunas state penitentiary 
have agreed to a proposition made by the stair 
board of correction- to work overtime in order to 
moot the demand «>f Kansas wrheat growers for bind 
ing twine. For this extra service the men ot’ the 
twin** plant will be given reductions of sentences. 
The men will work from 6:30 o’clock a. rn. until 8:50 
in 1 ho (writing. At the close of the day’s work they 
will be served an extra meal. 

Uresideut Wilson lias conferred with the leaders 
of both houses of Congress and is assured of -up- 
per; in ease he .alls for drastic actiou. Carranza 
is silent "ii tin* part in* will take if th*; United 
States moves, against llu**rta. Congress is ready 
te levy a -pe* ial lax if war is declared: funds for 
initial operations are available. The Senate will 
pa— the Hay Dill to provide lor a larger volunteer 
army. Huerta has submitted Americau demands to 
an executive session of the Mexican senate. 

I’ekio. China. April 16. — Regular troops today se 
verely defeated “White Wolf” aud his brigands, 
several hundred of whom were killed. The troops 
encountered tin* bandit army at Liclmanbsieu. north- 
west of Siajifu. After a sharp engagement the bri- 
gands fled to a position twenty miles from Kien- 
rhow. further northwest. Heavy reinforcements 
of regulars hji'v been ii-patclied to the scene and the 
brigands, who have pillaged many towns and vil- 
lages ami killed the inhabitants, are being gradually 
surrounded. 

Washington, !>. C . April. 16. —The long fought 
Virginia- West Virginia state debt case was pre- 
sented to the Supreme Court today in oral argu- 
ments. The 1 h >iut is what share of the Virginia state 
debt existing at the lime of tbe formation of West 
Virginia should be paid by West Virginia. Several 
years ;*go the Supreme Court held that West Vir- 
ginia was liable for $7,900,000 to Virginia, but West 
Virginia now claims that this should l*e reduced to 
alajut $2,000,000 by reason of asset.- in the hands 
of Virginia in which it should be allowed to share. 

As a result of recounts of ballots cast in the local 
option elections of April 6. the “drys” liar** won 
two Michigan counties which first returns awarded 
to the “wets.” Wexford and Ogemaw are th<> 
counties which now go into th** "dry” column. Of 
the twelve counties voting on the saloon proposition 
tin- “drys” are shown to have been victorious iu 
ten. One county changed from “dry” to “wet." one I 
remained “wet.” three voted from “wet” to “dry” 
and seven remained “dry.” 

James Deering has given $1,000,006 to the Chicago 
Wesley Hospital, which was founded by his father, 
lie late William Deerinc. The conditions which 
were accepted, stipulate that there shall be a closer 
intimacy *>etw«*en the hospital and the Medical 
School of Northwestern Vnlvordty. Another stipu 
laf ion is that the name of the hospital hereafter 
shall be the “Weslev Memorial Hospital.” On 
its stationary and **n other appropriate places tin* 
hospital is to indicate that it is a memorial to 
William Deering and Abby Peering Howe, father 
and sister respectively *>f the *lonor. 

Atlanta Gh.. April 16. — Conus**] lor Leo M. 
Frank, tin* young factory superintendent under sen- 
tence of death Imre for the murder of his employe. 
Mary Pliagau. 14 years old. today filed an extra- 
ordinary motion f.»r a new trial for Frank. Filing 
of the motion will slay tlie execution of Frank until 
Judge Hill of the Superior Court makes a decision 
on the new trial application. The convi* i<*< 1 man 
was sentenced to hang tomorrow. Tl»e new trial 
motion was based on the claim of newly discovered 
evidence and the repudiation of testimony given 
by witnesses at Frank'- trial. Methods used l»v 
tlie prosecution in preparing the case agaiusi Frank 
also are attacked iu the application. 



At the reorganization meeting of the Western 
Union Telegraph t’ompanv directors G. W. 1*. At- 
kins and Belvidere Brooks were elected vice- 
presidents. William H. Baker, secretary, and A. R. 
Brewer, treasurer. Hie new executive committee 
comprises William II. Baker, Henry Bishop. N**w- 
colui Carlton. II. T. Davison. T. II. Hubbard. Rob- 
ert S. Lovett and Mortimer L. SchifT. 

To|ieka. Kas.. April 16. — Kansas has fewer mur- 
derers. fewer suicides and fewer deaths by accident 
than any olk«*r state in th** union, according to W. J. 

V. Deacon, state registrar of vital statistics. The 
suicide rate is H>.9 f.»r each hundred thousand i>op- 
ulatiou. the homicide rate is 4.6 and deaths from all 
other forms of violence 59 per hundred thousand. 

In other states. Mr. Deacon says, tlie average rate 
for suicide is 16. for homicide 6.5 and for other 
violence 82.4. 

New York. April 10. John B. .Stan* litield. counsel 
for Henry Siegel and Frank Vogel, partners in 
stores aud other business enterprises iu this city 
and Boston, that recently failed, have notified Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman that his clients would not 
change their pleas of not guilty entered a week 
ago when fourteen indictments were returned against 
them, charging grand larceny aud receiving, bank 
dejKisits when insolvent. Siegel and Vogel probably 
will be brought t*» trial following that of former 
Police Licuteuant Charles Becker. 

Readjustment of passenger rates *»u all interstate 
railroads in tin* United States I11 conformity with 
the long and short haul provisions of the law. under 
orders of the interstate commerce commission, will 
become effective May 1. The new tariffs filed by 
th** roads with the commission indicate a material 
reduction in fares, particularly from important ter- 
minals and rate basing poiuts to intermediate 
points. It is estimated by officials of the couimi- 
siou after an analysis of the tariffs that “95 per 
cent, of the changes in fares will be reductions” 
and 5 per cent, increases. 

i George Alfred Townsend. 73. widely known jour- 
nalist and author, who wrote for many years under 
tin* [an name of “Gath.” died at the home of his 
son-in-law. E. F. Bonaveuturc, in New York. II'- 
luiii lieen in poor health for some time. Mr. Town 
-*■11*1 was born at Georgetown. Del.. January 30. 
1841. a sou of Rev. Stephen and Mary Townsend, 
lit* was graduated from Central High School in 
Philadelphia and became a reporter <»u the Phila 
delphia Inquirer in I860, later going t** the Pi> * 
in tin* same city. In 1861 lie Itecamo Philadelphia 
representative for tin* New York Herald, and iu 
| 1862 became war correspondent for the same paper. 

! his duties taking him with tin* Union army iu Vir- 
ginia. Later in flic year be went to England, and 
wrote for English and American periodicals. it; - 
1S64 lie returned p* America ns war correspondent 
to tlm New York World, and while acting in that 
position he came into international prominence as 
a descriptive writer. Later lie covered flu* Ausfro- 
Prnssian war for the World. J11 1867 his writings 
were syndicated among several Americau news 
papers, and in* continued iu time field forty years, 
nis writings covering a large variety of subject-. 
Mr. Townsend was the author ol' numerous biogra- 
phies. notably “The Life of Lincoln.” “The Life of 
Alexander Hamilton” and “Th** Life of Garibaldi ' 
He wrote several plays and descriptive stori*?> of 
public jiersoiiuges and events and his writings were 
widely printed in newspapers and magazines. 

Washington. D. (’.. April 16. — President Huerta 
of Mexico has promised Charge O’Sbaughuessy t<* 
salute the American Hag iu apology for the arrest 
of Ameriean bluejackets at Tampico. Tlu» news 
was received sr tin* white house today as Secretary 
Bryan aud acting chairman Shively of the Ken.it* 
foreign relations committee went into conference 
with President Wilson. Unless Huerta changes 

his mind the crisis promises to pass within the 
uext twenty-four hours. The only condition at- 

tached was that the American ships lire a salute 
in acknowledgment. Officials close to the president 
said this is in accordance with uaval practice of 
nations and according to precedent. Officials pointed 
out that on occasions when the American navy had 
saluted the flag of other nations as u result of 
difficulties at sea a salute in response had been 
fired. The only question involved in Huerta’s con- 
dition was whether a salute of response would con- 
stitute recognition, but it was pointed out that tin* 
Washington government considers recognition of 
inreut in each case aud would not so regard an 
acknowledgment of Huerta’s salute. Some officials 
declare that questions of recognition were just as 
lunch involved in the demand by tlie United States 
for a salute from Huerta as iu acknowledging a 
-alute from him. Tlie disposition of the adniinisiru 
lion is uuderstod to be to increase the naval forces 
in Mexican waters, even after the salute is fired, 
-o that in such an event only part *»f the ships 
now steaming stuith would be turn***! back. 



SOME MORE CONCERNING SUNLOCH. 

When Suulcch won his first race the “Spoiling 
Life” published some interesting details of how 
Mr. Barclay, the judge, presented the dam Gral- 
locli. herself a good steeplechaser, to Mr. Black, 
of Frixby. wlm is credited with having bred thi$ 
years “National” winner. Mr. Black’s sou hunted 
Sunloch until len inoulhs ago. when Mr. Tyler, 
seeing [Mcssibilities aiK»ut the horse, purchased him 
on behalf of Mr. Taylor for 500 guineas. 

Many people, including W. Payne, Goswell and 
other trainers, have endeavored to buy Sunlocli pri- 
vately for their respective patrons, though we be- 
lieve tlie !iors<* could have lieen purchased the even- 
ing before the race for 2.000 guineas. The irony 
if it is that Sunloch could once have been bought 
for. 3(> guinea-. As he improved his value went 
up and 200 guineas was once paid for him: but 
t he purchaser returned the horse in the belief lhat 
he was torn- lied in his wind. 

Sunloch 's victory reads almost as much like fic- 
tion as did the success of Kignorinetta in the iK>rby 
and Oaks, except that there were good grounds for 
backing Mr. Tyler’s horse, while his owner- trainer 
never made tin* least mystery of tin* fact that he 
fancied the animal. — London Sporting Life.

BIT OF GRAND NATIONAL HISTORY. 

The Grand .National was instituted in 1839. and 
it- original title was tin* Grand Liverpool Steeple- 
chase. On** of tin* conditions reads very strangely 
nowadays, viz.: “No rider to open a gat**, or ride 

through gateway, or more than loo yards alotig 
anv road, footpath or driftway.” Each competibw 
carried 168 pounds and. according to the conditions 
only gentlemen wore allowed to ride, but this stipu- 
lation was not enforced. Amongst the riders was 
one Captain Becker, who came down heavily at a 
brook crossing fie* course. From Unit time rkt» 
obstacle has been known as “ Beefier '« Brook.” 
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THE MALE LINE OF GLENCOE. 

W. S. Vosburgh Writes Interestingly of Vandal, 
Virgil, Hindoo, Hanover and Hamburg. 

W. S. Vosburgh. lmudicnpper for tbe Jockey Club, 
contributes to the Thoroughbred Record the fol- 
lowing interesting article: 

'‘Gleucoe iu the Gaelic tongue means, we are told, 
tln> Glen of Weeping, and is the scene of tbe uias- 
acrc of tbe Macdonald (Tan. However, that may be, 
\merieans have never regarded Glencoe’s coining

Petrarch's dam); and in his second season here 
he sired Peytoua. 

‘in America the get of Gleucoe performed Avith 
Ihtiuctiou. but in the stud they an* noted as brood 
nates rather than as sins. Glencoe’s daughters 
n the stud achieved a success that, as time rolled 
*ii. became a proverb. Norfolk. Asteroid, Kentucky, 
.ecoinpte. Prioress. Maiden, Monarchist, Idlewild. 
Daniel Boone, Brown Dick and .loo Daniels were 
ill from Glencoe mares. But the male line did not 
nourish. In fact. Glencoe was a lillv breeder — ho 
irod comparatively few colts. Then, among his 
Ijest. ltigadoon ami Nicholas t In* First were gelded; 
Pauic died early, as <lid Highlander: Pryor was soul 
" England ; Star Davis was fairly successful, Imt 
Vandal alone lias carried on the lino. Vandal's *on 
Virgil, at tirst neglected and despised, forced his 
way to the front as a sire. Virgil's son. Hindoo, 
though he had only Hanover as a successful sin*, 
iiuiutuiued the liue. Hanover begat Hamburg, and 
he begot Burgomaster, which at present seems the 
most likely to carry it on. all hough we are mindful 
*f the fact that it is a bold man who dare predict 
tbe success or failure of a stallion. 

Vandal by Glencoe. 

“We need the late Mr. Charles Wheat ly. seated 
*n a winter’s evening in his library at Fordbam. 
with a portrait of Vandal over the fireplace, to do 
justice to Vandal, foaled UsiO. a sou of Glencoe 
mid Alarm's dam. by Tranby (sou of Blaeklock 
Mr. Wbeatly saw nearly all Vandal’s races, and 
nlways a dinned that fin day be defealetl Frank- 
fort ami Henry Perrit three mile heats lie could 
have ‘beaten any horse then iu training.’ Vandal'* 
stud career began auspiciously as the sire of Mollie 
Jackson, the best race mare of her time, and of 
Gila D.. a wiuuer at all distances: while Jack the 
Barber. Virgil and James A. Connolly followed, 
the latter about the best horse out in 186S. but in* 
broke his back while rearing iu play, and at a 
time when he seemed invincible. Then came the 
Civil War. and Vandal, owned by the late Mr. Brad- 
ley, had few good mares. Mr. Alexander having pur- 
chased all the good ones for Lexington at Wood 
burn. Indeed, it may be said, Lexington for years 
starved all the stallions of his day. He was a hug*' 
monopolist . for which then* was no Sherman Act 
to prevent his ‘restraint of trade.’ 

“The season of 1 S«K» was. however, marked by 
unite a Vandal revival, the colts Herzog, Versailles 
and Pompey Payne, and a til ly . Alta Vela, all three- 
year-olds by Vandal, playing a conspicuous part in 
the stake events. Of these Herzog, from the mar* 
Dixie— by Sovereign, was the best, and the best volt 
of tlie year. In fact, horsemen said in* was the best 
three-year-old seen since the days of Norfolk.’ As 
a yearling. Herzog’s ears had been frost-bitten, and 
from bis peculiar appearance be became known a* 
the ‘crop-eared river.' lie was the tirst horse that 
ever ran a mile in 1 : 4 .*H_. ; be ran seven races, losing 
but one when I'outpey Payne defeated him for the 
Phoenix at Lexington, mile heats. Now Versailles, 
at the same meeting, defeated Pompey Payne for 
the Citizens’ Stakes, two-mile heats (four heats 
being run i and the rivalry between the three Vandal 
colts became intense. That summer the following 
correspondence appeared in the simrtiug papers, 
which is a fair sample of the pleasant spirit of 
banter that prevailed among the horsemen of that 
period : 

Midway. Ky., Aug. 0. 1809. 

Dear Sir —I am. with my *tabl<* companions. Cross 
laud. Coguette, and a couple of ‘young bloods’ by 
1 .earning ton. taking my morning gallops at Bosqm 
Bonita. My object in writing is to let m.v conquered 
friends. Herzog and Pompey Payne, kuow. iu a 
pleasant way. that 1 aui ‘still in the ring.’ and am 
glad to notice the number of stakes opened for Cin 
cinuati. Louisville and Memphis. But why inakt 
*o much fuss about Pompey Payne and Herzog when 
4 have once each defeated those heroes? Herzn- 
• mild not have defeated Pompey Payne at Cincinnati 
had I not melted Pompey’s butter for liim at L*x 
ington. Both are capital racehorses for a mile, 
('an they go further? The questiou will be answered 
at Cincinnati, and in the event that all tile ‘cracks 
Narraganselt. Exchange and Cottrell, are in tin 
two- mile race. J will bet 1 t<* now that I win 
Herzog did beat me at Nashville, but I. like ail 
young people, was too sanguine, and permitted my 
jockev to carry 5 lbs. overweight that day.

Versailles beat me once, but 
I gave him a good healing at Nashville; and I intend 
to l»eat liim again for calling me his ‘conquered 
friend.’ the first time he leaves home. 

I invite his attention and that of all others who 
wish to attend, to the opening fall campaign, when I 
vill be most happy to meet the representative of 
Bosque Bonita and convince him that there is little 
money for him in my stakes.

Herzog. 

•'The meeting of the three Vandal colts at the 
ohl Buckeye course at Cincinnati was one of the 
events ot' the year, Alta Vela and John Kilgour 
also- starting. Versailles won the tirst hear, hut 
Herzog won tlie nexi two heats, and then it was 
that one «»f bis admirers, in au outburst of en- 
thusiasm. turned poet laureat and celebrated Her- 
zog's triumph with tlie following lines: 

Tbe Bugle brought tbe coursers up 
O’er Buckeye's springy clay. 

Their silken coats made mirrors for 
Dame Fashion’s bright array. 

The dark-skinned youth of Africa wound 
The reins their wrists around: 

The lithe forms ’neath them restless were 
To gain the starting bound: 

They went like arrows from tbe bow. 

Like drops from old Niagara's flow. 

Like nature’s Hash that men doth tame. 

Or like the breath of hurricane. 

But no fleet forms o’er Buckeye wrung 
The wreath from Vandal’s short-eared son. 

“Alas! for Herzog, his triumph was his farewell. 
He had. prior to the race, developed a slight cold, 
and as lie was engaged for the two-mile heat race 
on tlie closing day of the meeting, lie was taken 
the day following his race and given a two-mile 
gallop in cloths. Immediately pneumonia developed, 
and in less than a week the victor o’er ‘Buckeye’s 
springy clay’ found a resting place beneath it. 

“From lSOfi to 1870. Vandal had little or no 
patronage, and in 1S70. Gen. Harding purchased him 
for Bello Meade, where his first foals came in 1871. 
and their success was immediate, Vandalite, Vol- 
tlgeur. Vocalist, Volcano, Vassal, Vanderbilt. Vni- 
tiitor. Vidette. Valerian, Vortex and Vinaigrette 
beiug among them. Vandalite Avon the Dixie and 
Breckinridge and was the best tilly of the year. 
Vandal died April 18. 1872. A picture taken a year 
liefore he died shows him quite as hollow-backed 
as Glencoe. His stock, whether brown, bay, black 
or chestnut, were usually Avhole-colored. showing 
t*ut little white, with prominent foreheads (like 
Traub.v) which, in tin* case of Vandalite, was most 
marked, and many of them had ‘rat-tails.’ Alta 
Vela conspicuously so. Vandal bred all colors. Of 
bis two great daughters. Mollie Jackson and Vanda- 
lite. one was a chestnut, the other brown. Of his 
sons. Virgil was black: Herzog. Versailles. Pompey 
Payne ami Volcano, bays: Vassal and Ventilator, 
chestnuts, while James A. Connolly was that pe- 
culiar shade, technically a chestnut, but apparently 
black. The success of Mollie Jackson, Capitola 
and .Tames A. Connelly. all from daughters of 
Margrave, gave prestige to the Vandal-Margra\'e 
cross. Vandal’s laughters bred better than his 
sons. Mollie Jackson was tbe dam of Colton and 
Fannie Ludlow (grandam of Foxhall): Coral was the 
dam *>f Wanderer and Fnoas: Valerian, the dam 
of Boatman: Ella I>. (dam of Paris and grandam of 
Hanover) and Capitola Avas the dam of King Al- 
fonso. 

Virgil by Vandal. 

“Our last sight of Virgil was the day Kingfisher 
won the Belmont Stakes at Jerome Park (1870), 
when Ed. Browu (‘Brown Dick’) rode him for Mr. 
Swigert in a hurdle race, and as we recall his black 
coat, gleaming like satin in tbe sunlight, it is Liard 
to remember a more beautiful horse. This son of 
Vandal and Hymenia (according to Mr. Swigert) 
took his coat color from his maternal grandsire, 
Yorkshire. Virgil, however, Avas not a great racer. 
The distances in those days Avere of a trifle beyond 
his limit, lie won at tAvo miles, but it was not in 
good company. In these days of shorter distances 
he might have been distinguished. He was a 

miler. but as a hurdler Avas more successful. 

“Virgil’s rise to fame as a sire reads like a 
romance. He made a season iu 1868 and had a feAV 
foals, among them Girl of the Period, a filly Avliioh 
raced in Mr. Louis LorillaWl’s colors and subse- 
quently dam of Gerald. In 1870 Mr. Swigert raced 
Virgil over hurdles. Then lie passed into tlie 
hands of the late Mr. R. W. Simmons, in whose 
colors be ran iu 1871. Meantime, he had been 
broken to harness and drew Mr. Simmons’ buggy. 
In 1872 he was returned to Mr. M. H. Sanford at 
North Elkhorn Stud. But Mr. Sanford soon after 
gave him away to Mr. Ben Bruce, who had no use 
for a stallion, and the old black horse was offered 
for sab* in the Turf. Field and Farm of Octol>er 2. 
1874. the reading notice’ stating that he is bound 
to t>e sold and can be Tiought cheap. 

“As the playbills have it. ‘a period of a year is 
supposed to elapse.’ aud the October of 1S75 
brought a change in the fortunes of the despised 
Virgil. His son. Vagrant, bad taken the field and 
won all the richest stakes of tlie West, while an- 
other son. Virginias, had Avon some of the chief 
eveuts of the East. The English bad eagerly offered 
$20,000 for Priam after Miss Letty, Industry and 
Crucifix Hpjieared: so. too. they had endeavored to 
recover Buccaneer from the Austrians after Paul 
vTones. .Sec-Saw. Formosa and Brigantine came out. 
In no less haste was Mr. Sanford to re-possess Vir- 
gil. The portals of North Elkhorn, Avhieli had closed 
upon him the year before, were now swung Avide 
open to receive tlie black ‘buggy* horse.’ The next 
year Vagrant won tbe Kentucky Derby, and was 
sold to Mr. Astor of New York for $20,000. Virgin ins 
retained his form, and another Virgil colt. Vigil, 
came out and defeated tlie famous Parole for the 
Dixie and Breckinridge. Then came Vera Cruz, 
Memento. Vanguard. Parley B.. and finally Hindoo 
— one of tbe greatest horses of the generation. 

“We cannot remember ever having seen a chestnut 



by Virgil. He sired many blacks, many bays, but 
more browns. Mr. Swigert told us Virgil’s dam, 
Hymenia. was nearly a black mare, and Vandal, his 
sire, could be called a brown horse. Yorkshire, the 
*ire of Hymenia, sired a number of black mares — 
Verona (.the dam of Vauxliall and Foster): Maria 
lunis (dain of Meteor): Fay. a dark brown: Auu 
Hanley, a brown-bay, and Bayleaf (dam of Preak- 
ness) a dark cherry bay.’ Except in the case of 
Vagrant, the Virgils bad few white marks. Like 
their sire, they were smoothly turned, with plump 
quarters and rather prick-eared, good shoulders, and 
several hml the Vandal rat-tail.' Lik*> Virgil, speed 
was their f<*rtc. Vigil alone being a rater, requiring 
a mile to settle into his stride. They trained early 

Kingtish, Richmond. .Memento, Curley B.. Port- 
land, lor example, being better at two years old 
than they ever were after. Bur Tromont surpassed 
them all. He resembled Virgil in appearance, a 
showy black colt, quick as a flash at tlie post, aud 
his unbeaten record of thirteen consecutive victories 
as a two-year-old has never h«*en surpassed. 

Hindoo by Virgil. 

“There arc many Avln* will to this day speak of 
li indoe as the best ran* horse America produced. 
Mr. Dwyer, who owned both horses, aud McLaugh- 
lin, who rode them, seemed to think Luke Black- 
burn was. Hindoo lias this advantage, however — 
lie met a better class of horses. The year 1878 
is memorable for the quality of its foals, for, be- 
sides Hindoo, it producnl Iroquois. Foxhall, Thora. 
Crlckmore. E<*lus. Barrett. Glidelia and Spinaway. 
Some idea of Hindoo's racing merit is found in the 
fact that as a three-year-old he won eighteen out of 
twenty ra«es. and at tour years be won five out of 
six, defeating such horses as Dole, Thora. CHckmore, 
Checkmate, Parole. Barrett, Monitor, Glidelia and 
Sauntercr. 

Hindoo succeeded Luke Blackburn as tlie ‘crack’ 
of the *l»wycr dynasty.' When Blackburn ceased 
l<> carry the ‘red with blue sash’ in its career of con- 
quest. Hindoo look it up, and it is a curious co- 
incidence that Tm * r it van their last race for the 
same event — the Coney Island Cup -in consecutive 
.veins. They were the very opposite of each other. 
Blackburn raced like a wild horse, his head in the 
air, his eyes ablaze, with McLaughlin leaning back 
in the saddle uutil his heels often spurred the colt 
iu tlie bri*ket as he endeavored to control him: Hin- 
doo. on the contrary, docile, obedient, a model of 
gentlemanly composure, never exerting himself un- 
less called upon. and. as McLaughlin once said, 
‘you could ride him with a silk thread.’ 

“It was this disposition, perhaps, that enabled 
Hindoo to establish a reputation as a campaigner 
and a stayer, for it conserved liis power, which is 
impossible in tlie case of an eager or excitable horse. 
Few horses have gone through such a campaign at 
three, meeting horses of ilu* same high elass, and 
often when he was not at his best. This Avas mani- 
festly the case when ITiekmore beat him at the 
Coney Island autumn meeting. In liis work shortly 
after. In* seemed to recover, and Rowe, his traiuer. 
‘moved for a new trial,’ a* the* lawyers say. on the 
ground of ‘newly discovered evidence,’ following 
Crickmore to Baltimore for the Dixie Stakes, but 
when tin* bell rang, Hindoo’s number avus not up; 
and when Rowe opened the stable door to show him. 
we noted that the colt had u plaster on his throat. 

“Hindoo Avas a brown-bay. with a star aud right 
hind pastern white, and while he av.is what some 
called ‘plain* lie had to our eye a personnel that 
was singularly attractive. lli* head had none of 
the prominent frontal lame of the Vandals, but he 
had a long. weak-Iookiug back. and. moreover, he 
was light in the flanks, but be had Virgil’s smooth- 
ness of outline. After winning the Coney Island Cufi 
at four, beating Eoie. it was found impossible <o 
train him. and lie was sold to Col. E. F. Clay, and 
ihe famous filly. Miss Woodford. Avas taken by tlie 
Dwyers in part payment. Hindoo began stud life 
at Rumiymede in lss:{. and sired Hanover in liis 
first season. It was a tremendous beginning, but he 
never sired another of the same class. Sallie Mc- 
Clelland foaled in 1888. was the next best, and 
among the others were Jim Gore. Hindoocraft, Mer- 
ry Monarch. Mabel Glenn and Chief Justice. His 
daughters have bred well, but Hanover alone amoug 
his sons has maintained his male liue. 

Hanover, by Hindoo, 

“Mr. Phil Dwyer has often told us of his intro- 
duction to Hanover. I was driving with Col. Clay.’ 
says Mr. Dwyer, ‘through Ruuuymede. looking ov**r 
the yearlings. As Ave passed a paddock I saw a 
chestnut with white face and legs that caught my 
eye.* 

“ ‘What colt is that?’ J asked.” 

“•‘That’s a Hindoo,’ said Colonel Clay.” 

“Of course, i thought he Avas kidding, and shook 
my head, saving ‘You might as Avell tell me he’s a 
Billet.’ 

“ ‘Oh, no; I’m uot joking.’ rejoined Col. Clay. 

I don’t know where he gets his color, or his mark- 
ings. but lie’s a Hindoo. Besides, his dam is a Bon 
nie Scotland mare and lie doesn’t look much like 
a Bonnie Scotland either, does he?’ ’’ 

“I replied, ‘ i should say uot, but he looks like 
a racehorse, whether lie is a Hindoo <>r not; and if 
he is a Hindoo. Fin going to buy him’— and 1 did.” 

“That was in the spring of ’ST*. Tlie following aa in- 
ter. happening to meet Mr. Charles Bathgate, Ave 
asked him: “Have yon heard of any good year! 
nigs?” H** replied that he had seen the Dwyer 
lot. and the best looking Avas a Hindoo colt, a 
chestnut with white legs:' but added that there was 
‘a black colt by Virgil* which he beard ‘could run 
clean away from the b*t.’ Of course, (he black avjis 
T remout. the chestnut was Hanover. ‘Tremont could 
always outrun Hanover.' according to Mr. Dwyer, 
but hi* sun set with liis two-year-old season. They 
were very uulike each other. Tremont AA‘as the 
quickest starter ever seen hereabouts: Hanover Avas 
slow; Tremout a free runner: Hanover very slug- 
gish. Hanover started only three times as a two- 
yoar-old. and though he won each time. McLaughlin 



had to ride him out to the last ounce to make him 
Avin. 

“No cult could have changed more from two to 
three- year-old form than did Hanover, and we can- 
not forget liis Impressive appearance when he cuiqo 
out in the spring to wiu tlie Carlton Stakes— a 
l**autiful colt, exuberant iu vitalitj T , instead of (In* 
sluggard of the year before. He was al! energy 
ami ambition, and two days later won the Brookdab* 
Handicap by three lengths from Dry MouopnU* 
(which had won the Broklyn Handicap a few day* 
before) Avith only three pounds for the year. In- 
stead of needing McLaughlin's whip and spur. lt»* 
was ready to make aJl tin* pace, and started twenty - 
seven tines that year, losing only seven. 'He avwm 
fourteen races before he was beaten, then only when 
he tried to give seventeen pounds to Laggard. Avlileh 
afterward won the Omnibus. Probably. Hanover 
was at liis best the day he won the Emporium at 
Coney Island wit It 12* pounds, and who can forget 
when he returned to scale and the baud struck up 
the then popular Boulanger March. 

Tout a coup, on chi': Viv’ la Frauce!

“Hanover avus an in-brcU Vandal, for Vandal was 
hi* great grandsire, both through his sire and liis 
dam. Yet no horse could have been more unlike 
Vandal than lie was liis color, liis abundant white 
markings and hi* profile— there was uot a sign of 
Vandal’s heavy, frontal l*»ne and Roman nose. Nor 
did lie resemble Hindoo or Virgil, or liis maternal 
grandsire. Bonnie Scotland. If he resembled any 
ancestor, it Avas Glencoe. A* a si is*, too. he de- 
parted from the family character, as be got about 
as many elicstnuts as lie did orowns or blacks, and 

as many bays as either. N»»r were his children so 

mu* b of a type as Vandal's or Virgil’s — they varied. 
But they were better stayers than Hindoo’s or, Vir- 
gil's. His son, Ben Hclladay. was about the best 
stayer seen in year*, but utterly lacking id the 
early speed necessary in modern raring. 

Handspring was one of Hanover’s best sons, bnt. 
he inherited bad feet from bis grandam. Nannie H.. 
bv Glen Athol, and. as he could not be induced to 

eat sort food, his feet drove him out or racing. 

Ilalma was a good colt at all distances and so was 
Buck Massie. Yankee had all tbe great speed to 
win the Futurity, but he was over topped, liis body 
being of too heroic a mould for ordinary legs. Per- 
haps Compute was as good as any of tlie Hanover*, 
but in* died early. Abe Frank, too. avhs a good 
racer, and a successful sire. Toward the cud of 
Hanover’s stud career liis colts aud fillies rather 
declined in quality and size. He had been doing 
hea v v seasons at tin* stud. In 191)1 , as mauy as 
seventy- two of hi* get started in races, which is 
significant of his labors. 

Hamburg by Hanover. 

“The astute Mr. John Madden will no doubt as- 
sert that Hamburg was the best horse of the Vandal 
line, if not the greatest racer of the last century. 
At all events, from liis high estimate of the horse 
has arisen the splendid Hamburg Place, where the 
dain* of Old Rosebud, Star Charter aud Sir Martin 
frolic in the pastures, and where juicy mutton, 
tin el a - cured hums (such as would tempt a Jew to 
renounce Ids faith), plump Orpington fowls and 
turkeys, provide good cheer for those avIio accept his 
hospitality. 

“There is a story current that Hamburg came 
near following his sire and grandsire as a champion 
of the red aud blue banner of tbe Dwyers, but by 
one of those odds turns «>f fortune lie became tlie 
means of making Mr. Madden's red jacket a terror 
to trainers, for as a two year old lie Avon twelve out 
of sixteen races. His (.Beat Eastern Handicap avhs 
one of the l*est tests by which a two-year-old lias 
ever been tried. He carried BIN pounds and. after 
a delay of nearly an hour at the post, won as ho 
liked from one of the l**st fields of his year, aud 
caused liis *ale to the late M. Daly, iu whose colors 
h*s began at three, meeting defeat for the Belmont 
Stakes by Bowling Brook. It waa claimed tbul be 
was not at his best, imt this discovery Avas not 
made until after tbe race. He won tlie Realization 
from a moderate field. Plaudit, the only good oue in 
it. being stale after a hard western campaign, and 
a very hollow Brighton Cup race closed Hamburg’s 
career at three years old. 

“Hamburg is a brown, with a stripe and white 
bind leg* nearly to liis hocks, and resembled Van- 
dal’s picture more than any of the male line, for 
while lie has not the heavy forehead m*r the convex 
profile. h<* had the inclination to dip in hi* back and 
tlie same great length from the croup to the root 
of the tail, not to mention the tendency to a ‘rat- 
tail' which so many of the Vandals had. But lie 
ba*l greater development of the quarters and gas- 
kfns than Vandal, and was built more ott speed Hues 
with liis hocks well under him. He rati closer to 
the sronnd than any horse of our recollection, with 
les* kn*“- action, less sprawling, seeming scarcely 
to rise in liis stride — -a stride that stole the inches 
away. 

“As a sire Hamburg’s success was almost imdie<.!- 
ate. He sired consecutive winners of tlie Futurity - 
1903 and 1904 — in Artful and Hamburg Belle and 
in Burgomaster, the be>r two and tine** -year-old **f 
1«Hm; and 1907. He also sired Dandelion, a colt, 
which won a great many races and should have 
wop as many more, but for accidents that befell 
him. His «**ii. Borrow, was srood enough to win tlie 
Middle Park Plate at Newmarket. His daughter. 
Artful, was about a* perfect a racing machine as 
lia* over carried a silk jacket, but rather of the 
dainty order. Burgomaster. **n the other hand, 

was "too heavily topped for hi* legs. He carried 
i be carcass of a steer. Whether it is reserved to 
Burgomaster t <• maintain tlie male line of the house 
of Glencoe, it is too < arlv i<> determine. He i* 
quite young. Imt it is significant that when av- 
showed Mr. Whitney our pictures of Glencoe, Van 
dal. Virgil. Hanover and Hamburg, he remarked, 

Now you had better include Burgomaster.* ”
